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I have worked the dose of C-5 up to 100 mg./?0 kg. 
of body weight without obtaining any appreciable 
' subjective mental effects, or any objective changes 
in behavior. Cardiovascular effects of the degree 
seen with C-9 also have not been apparent. The 
material has been given in alcoholic solution by 
mouth. 


It appears to me that this is a relatively inert 
drug. Do you wish me to take the dose any higher, 
or to discontinue study of it?
